NEW YORK, Dec. 9.— Jail all speed- 


ers. revoke licenses of reckless mo- 
torists, enforce 
stringent examina- 


tions for those seeking- drivers' per- 


^ mils, put a governor on every engine, 


hold careless chauffeurs for sanity 
examinations. 


These are some suggestions of auto- 


mobile manufacturers and heads of 
motorists organizations for curbing 
the growing speed menace. 


Judges, and police officials already 


have advanced various remedies . for 
halting the mounting auto casualty 
lists. Motor-., drivers and maunfactur- 
ers themselves were asked for the 
solution. Here are the suggestions : 


Detroit— "Let us face facts and ad- 


mit hard truth, which is that we who 
make and sell motor cars are directly 
responsible" for a large percentage of 
the accidents," said Capt Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, American aviation ace, and 
famous race -driver. "Many accidents 
result 'from .the Inexpertness of the 
drivers. This is due to. our putting 
high powered machines,' capable 'of 
terrific speed, in their hands without 
adequate Instruction in how to drive. 
Dealers and salesmen should be re- 
quired to pass examination and then 
instruct new owners." 


Portland, Ore. — "Cars should 
be 


'equipped with a regulating device that 
would,. not permit a speed in excess 
•of approximately five miles per hour 
above the maximum limit," said A. H. 
Lee, 
president of the Oregon state 


motor assocaitlon. 


Oklahoma City — "Hereafter I shall 


urge that all speeders arrested be 
:held in jail pending an examination 
by the county sanity board," said 
Mayor J. C. Walton.

chairman of the greater St Paul com- 
mittee. "A law to provide speed gov- 
ernors would be a last resort." 


Jail Sentences Advised. 


Los Angeles—Jail sentences, heavy 


fines and revocation of licenses was 
recommended by W. L. Valentine, 
president of the Southern California j 
auto club. "I do not believe speed 
governors advisable because sudden 
speed is sometimes necessary to avoid 
accidents." 


Atlanta, Ga.—"More jail sentences 


arid fewer fines," said C. V. Hohen- 
atein, secretary of the Atlanta auto 
association. "Most people pay a fine 
for speeding and think nothing of it, 
but they hate to stay in jail for an 
hour."

She claims that the day before the 


wedding, while she was occupied with 
preparations, he got her to sign an 
ante-nuptial contract that she didn't 
read or understand.

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 9—A spirit 


of speculative quiet hovers over the 
state of Oregon following the approval 
at the general election polls of the so- 
called compulsory education bill which 
requires all parents, s guardians and 
those having charge of children be- 
tween the agea of eight and Sixteen, 
the "grammar school age," to send 
them to the state public schools. 


The 216,512 aHd vmOre foters Who 


cast their ballots on this measure are 
wondering, now that the Initiative bill 
has become a law, just What will be 
its effect upon the state In particular 
and upon the United States in general. 
The bill passed by nearly 14,000 ma- 
jority. The bill's passage was decisive. 
There was no doubt but that the peo- 
ple Wanted it. 


Four Year*. 


The state has four years in which to 


prepare for the actual operation of the 
law, since altho It Is a law now and 
goes on the, statute books following 
the governor's proclamation announc- 
ing Its passage, It Will not take actual 
effect until September 1, 1926 
The limitation of the private school 


and of the church parochial school is 
seen by many as the Chief effect the 
law Will have, since by placing all 
children of grammar school age 
In 


the public schools it Will heavily de 
plete the ranks of those who go to 
church and other private schools. But 
It will not necessarily cause the elimi- 
nation of the private schools, for be- 
fore the 'age of eight, and after the 
age of sixteen, or after the child has 
completed the eighth grade regardless 
of what its age may be, parents may 
use the private school. 
Thus many 


schools will be converted for kinder- 
garten work, while others will become 
college preparatory schools. 


Two Sides of the Cast. 


Oregon Imposes a general school tax 


and many school districts In the sev- 
. Wai counties impose an additional tax. 
fhls tax, while small, Is paid by every 
property owner, regardless of whether 
he has childfen to Send to school and 
regarded of Whether he sends them 
to the public schools.

And it was a martyrdom, as 
we knew who saw him day after day 
doing steadily and silently about his 
work, facing the great problems and 
shouldering the enormous responsi- 
bilities involved in changing over 
irom a peace basis to a 100 per cent 
war basis one of the largest industries 
in the country. 
It was at the time that Edsel Ford 


was being scored by his critics for 
not offering himself for military ser- 
vice that I had a talk with him con- 
cerning the matter during which he 
made the statement above recorded.

manitarian impulses, together with 
certain elements of strength Inherited 
irom his mother to whom Mr. Ford at- 
tributes, and justly so, much of his 
success. So it may be that slight al- 
terations may have to be made in the 
father's shoes in order to make them 


comfortable fit for the son, but 


-what is lost in length will be gained 
in breadth, and the area of tne sole ID 
contact with the ground will be no 
less in the second generation than in 
the first. I can see no reason to fear 
that the House of Ford will suffer at 
the hands of the son.

half. 1 honestly believe that 1 can 
render my best and most valuable 
service here.

pacifist, and devoted a great deal of 
his time to propaganda and measures 
of one kind and another which he 
honestly and sincerely believed at the 
time would tend to shorten that con- 
flict 
He was so absorbed in his 


pacifist undertakings—the peace ship, 
for example—that his mind was more 
or less withdrawn from his business. 


\Another matter that- tended to 


lessen his interest in the Highland | 
Park plant was the development of 
a farm tractor at the Dearborn shops. 
1 think the tractor, because of its 
utility, appealed to him more than 
the car. 
Then came the building of the 


Rouge plant which ultimately in- 
volved him in liJgation with some of

This litigation seemed to arouse in 
him at times a feeling of antagonism

The Son and His Father's Shoes. 
What-will become of the House of 


Ford when its founder passes out?

The sons of the creators of vast for- 


tunes and the builders of colossal in- 


dustries do not always inherit the 
mental equipment and develop the 
moral character necessary to the con- 
duct of the business established by 
their fathers. Fortunes tend to self 
destruction by destroying those who 
Inherit them. Great wealth la 
fre 


quently dissipated in the second ant 
third generations. A great industry 
often begins to disintegrate! with the 
death of its founder, unless he is wis« 
enough to provide that strangers shall 
take over its management for the ben- 
efit of his heirs. 
In some instances the son does in- 


herit the ability of his father. Two 
notable examples of this4 are 
to be 


found in the House of Morgan and the 
House of Rockefeller, and I feel quits 
safe in predicting that Edsel Ford will 
take his place along with the younger 
Morgan and Rockefeller as an able 
successor to a gifted father. 


The House of Ford has nothing to

son of Henry Ford is well equipped, 
both as to character ana ability, for 
the management of the colossal indus- 
try that will ultimately come under 
his control.

Douglas County Alone Has Bill for 


$7,754—State Auditor Marsh Ee- 


fers Claims to Legislature. 


Claims against the state for the care 


of prisoners after conviction are pil- 
ing up in State Auditor George W. 
Marsh's office and will be referred by 
him to the legislature. They are filed 
by counties who have been obliged to 
keep, convicted prisoners -because the 
state does-not provide sufficient loom 
in the-penUentiary. 


Douglas county alone 
has 
filed 


claims up to this time amo-inting to 
$7,754. Knox county asks for $940.10, 
Phelps for $615.30 and Saunders for 
$95.50. 
Sheriffs have filed these 


claims with the state auditor. Each 
claim says Warden Fenton 
had in- 


formed them there was no room for 
new prisoners at the penitentiary, so 
the counties were obliged to keep pris- 
oners after sentence had been 
pro- 


nounced until the warden gave the 
word to send them to the penitentiary. 


The claims from the four counties 


now on file total $9,404.30. This is only 
a small part of the tdtal that will be 
on file by the time the 
legislature 


meets. Nearly every county in -the 
state will have at least a small claim 
against the state. 


No appropriation has been made for 


the keeping of state prisoners 
in 


county jails after conviction so the 


i state auditor cannot issue warrants in 
! settlement of such bills. All he can 
! do is to refer them to the finance com- 
mittee of the'house of representatives. 


It is allged the state is morally 


bound to pay counties who have been 
obliged to keep prisoners longer than 
thrity days after sentence. What rate 
of pay shall be allowed will have to be 


i determined by the legislature. It has 
i been proposed that the state .pay the 
j same rate now allowed by counties to 


sheriffs for the keep of prisoners prior 


I to conviction. The statute relating to 


the care of prisoners says county 
boards shall allow the sheriff 
the 


amount fixed by law for caring for 
prisoners prior to conviction, but the 
. state auditor has been unable to find 
i where the law fixes this fate, and that 
the rate differs in different counties. 


The claims filed with the state audi- 


tor differ in rate per day. Charles K. 
Hart of Knox county has presented a 
claim for the care of Fred Nelson "Wil- 
| cox. sentenced for burglary, June 15. 
1921, to serve from one to ten years. 
He asks for reimbursement of the 
county for board for 373 days at the 
rate of $1 a day. He asks for $553; 
in addition, being a fee of 51-50 a day 
for-jailer and $8-10 for two pairs of 
shoes, m. shirt and two pairs of socks. 


Michael CJarh of Douglas county 


asks for reimbursement of the county 
at the rate of 75 cents a day for board 
He charges nothing for jailer's fee. 


Sheriff G. A. Anderson of 
Phelps 


county presents a bill on behalf of the 
county for 70 cents a day for board of 
state prisoners. 93 a day for guarding 
and $1 for haircut and shaves for two 
prisoners. 


Sheriff Jerry Bailey of Saunders 


asks for 75 cents a day for care of 
prisoners. He asks nothing for guard- 
ing prisoners but desires laundry and 
incidental bills of prisoners paid by 
the state.

and Ways to Obtain Relict

VEN though the outdoor bathing season is past it 
is possible that you may notice a persistent dis- 
charge from one side of your nose. This may indi- 


cate disease of the nasal sinuses, because bathing in 
water which is at all polluted may cause trouble in 
this region. From his study of anatomy the doctor 
has always known about the nasal sinuses, but it was 
a long time before their importance as disease centres 
was understood. 


The bones of your face are hollow. Under your 


cheek-bone,, at the base of your nose* and over your eytes 
are cavities which open into your nose. They are known 
as the "nasal accessory sinuses." 


The largest of these hollow places are the "maxillary sinuses." In th« 


aheek-bone, on each side, is one of these, known also as the "antrum of 
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hlghmore." or qlmply as the "anti-urn."-* 


Over each eye Is a cavity In the bone 


It Is placed between 
the outer and Inner layers of your skull.

TO KEARM 


Repealing the code isn't an easy 


job. All the code did was to take 
twenty-six boards and commissions 
and combine them into five depart- 
ments, and then added another de- j 
partment to supervise finances -andj 
prepare a budget and keep tab on ex- 
penses. This required a bill of many 
pages. If these departments are to be 
transferred back to boards and com- 
missions, the job would 
apparently 


not be as big, altho it woud require 
a lot of amendments and much ad- 
vance study. It would be necessary to 
take the preesnt statutes and where 
the work is assigned to a code secre- 
tary to name the board or commis- 
sion. The same method would prob- 
ably be necessary if one group of state 
officials instead of governor was made 
responsible for the whole business. 


If the plan that meets with most 


favor is" to give the state auditor, for 
instance, the department of trade and 
commerce, a general statute might be 
passed providing that where the 
statutes assign certain work to that 
department it shall be reassigned to 
the auditor. Nobody has yet got down 
to brass tacks on this job, so far as 
the public is informed.

RADIO IN THE HOME

First Aid to the Injured Set. 


Every radio receiving set gets out 


of order now and then, evea with the 
best of care, and every radio amateur 
should know enough about his instru- 
ments to be able to locate the seat of 
trouble without calling In an expen- 
sive expert. 
Even if you keep your set in a cabi- 


net and never take it out to look at it. 
one connection is likely to loosen up 
in tim'e and give you trouble. I do 
not want to give the impression from 
this' that there is anything to be dis- 
couraged about, because it Is usually 
perfectly 
possible 
to 
locate 
the 


trouble, and a matter of one minute to 


"short." 
Touch one oE your buzzer wires to 


the aerial binding post and the other 
one to the ground binding post. Then 
have some one turn the dial of the 
variable condenser, and if the buzzer 
buzzes at any point you will know 
that two of the plates are touching 
at that particular setting. Examine 
the condenser at this point and with 
a screwdriver or a penknife blade 
bend the offending plate back until 
it does not touch.

You must remember that many con- 
nections on a radio set are made by 
screwing down a. nut tight on a 
threaded shaft of some kind and the 
expansion and contraction by heat 
and cold is likely to loosen up one of 
these nuts.

cated by a total failure to get any sig- 
nals of any kind or else a crackling or 
frying in the phones.

The handiest' instrument for locat- 


ing radio "trouble is a little buzzer con- 
nected to a dry celL You wire one 
side of your buzzer to one side of your 
dry cell and then leave a wire about 
six inches long on the other^slde of 
the dry cell and a similar wire on the 
other side of the buzzer.
